GALLAUDET COLLEGE 

Washington, July 3 i._The 
Columbns Instilntiou of the Deaf, 
more commonly known as Gallaudet 
College, of this city, ia described by 
its officials as the only school of its 
kind in the world which provides 
higher education for the deaf, aud 
the only institution in which a deaf 
child, with no formal edneation 
whatever, may enter and in the 
course of years be graduated with a 
well-rounded education and a 
collegiate degree. 

The school was founded by Amoa 
Kendall, a distinguished statesman 
of his time, who in 1865 donated a 
bouse and three acres of land from 
his estate in northeast Washington, 
aud employed Edward Miner Gal- 
iaudet of Hartford, Ct., as princi¬ 
pal. 

CONGRESS PASSES SCHOOL ACT. 

A year later an act of incorpora¬ 
tion of this school was obtained from 
Congress through the efforts of 
Kendall and his friends, and from 
the beginning it was provided that 
the government give financial 
assistance to the school. 

President Lincolu, on April 8th, 
1864, signed an act giving the 
school the power to grant collegiate 
degrees. 

Since then some 1,400 students 
have been enrolled, and more than 
400 have received bachelor’s degree. 
The college department first was 
open only to young men, bnt since 
1887 young women also have been 
admitted. 

The course is fixed at five years, 
the first a preparatory year required 
to finish the preparation of students 
entering from the schools for the deaf 
throughout the country. 

ADMISSON BY EXAMINATION 

Admission to the college ia by ex¬ 
amination, and as a rule, some 
thirty States are annually represented 
in the student body. 

The young men maintain baseball, 
football and basket-ball teams, 
using hand signals, and are 
conspicuous figures in athletics 
throughout the middle Atlantic 
section. The college also has 
wrestling, tennis and track 
aggregations 

Many of Gallaudet’s graduate 
have become teachers of the deaf 
throughout the country, some even 
establishing schools in the southern 
and western States.— Chitago Post.

Dear Sir :—We note the recent 
contributions to your valuable paper 
from the pen of Mr. Meagher, of 
Chicago, referring in rather an un¬ 
complimentary manner to the man¬ 
agement of the convention held in 
St. Paul in July.

A lady l»y the name of Miss 
Philips, who claims to have been 
educated at the Kentucky School, 
was at the Institution a few days 
last week. She had been working 
for a number of years for a relative 
in Detioit without pay. She got 
tired of that, and went to Clove- 
laud in search of employment, but 
without success. Rev. Schweder 
she said seut her down to Colnin 
bus, telling her to ask Superinten 
dent Jones for employment. When 
she reached the Uuion Siatiou she 
inquired for the school, aud some 
oue there phoned that a deaf wo 
mau was there, who wished to be 
brought to the Institution. When 
she arrived here she made known 
her wants, and was told theie was 
no employment for any one at this 
time. She said site had relatives in 
Kentucky, and was advised to write 
to them The mailer was referred 
to the State Welfare Department, 
and sire was later transferred to the 
Cnuoty Home until she could hear 
from her Kentucky relatives 

Last year a deaf aud blind man 
was seut here from Cleveland, hav¬ 
ing no menus for a living. He was 
kept a( the school for some time, 
and a fund started to have him car¬ 
ed for at Hie Home for Deaf, mean¬ 
while he was placed in a hospital. 
Several hundred dollars were rais 
ed for a fnud for his care, but 
what has become of the man we 
have not learned. • 

It is useless to send dependent 
deaf from ottier cities of the State 
sell 001 here asking Hie Super¬ 
intendent to give them work, and 
especially duriug vacation when 
there is little to do.

The woman is about 35 years old 
We do not know if she is still at 
the Couuty Home.

* The writer, Mr. aud Mrs. Robert 
P. Thomas aocompauied down be¬ 
low Circleville, Suuday afternoon, 
to view a fine acre farm, said to 
contain 2J4 million gladioli of 
many different colors. It whs won¬ 
derful aud flue spectacle lo behold. 
Afler leaving here, the party mo¬ 
tored tweuiy-flve miles farther 
south to the famous Logau Elm. 
It is within au enclosure of about 
ten acres. Near the eulrauce, a 
sign is up warning persons uot to 


touuh the tree or its leaves, uor the 
log cabiu that served as a home iu 
times loug past. Its floor was the 
ground itself. It is a small struc¬ 
ture of a siugle room, has a large 
fireplace such as the early colo¬ 
nists u ed in their day, aud a rusty 
iron ketiie hanging in one or two 
benches. There are three monu¬ 
ments ou the place marking spots 
of historical interest. Oue quite 
large marks the place, where a 
treaty of peace was made between 
the Whites aud the Indians. Up¬ 
ou it on the south side is inscribed 
the Speech of the famous Iudiau 
Chief Logau, ending with “ Who 
is there to ruouru for Logan now f 
No oue.” Ou liie west side of the 
stones are the names of the aruiy 
officers and civilians who signed 
the treaty. 

To preserve the tree, its trunk 
23 feet around and 105 feet high, and 
its branches reaching out 156 feet, 
some of its branches have been 
made fast to tbc trunk by means of 
iiou rods. 

Quite a number of families were 
there as visitors, and were keeping 
cool iu the shade of the tree, some 
eveu had brought lunch along to 
pariake under its brauehes. A 
creek iuus aloug the northeastern 
boundary of the tract, is said to 
have beeu the trail to a tribe of 
Indians further south. A number 
of small elm trees from the seed of 
the Logan Elm have been set out, 
aud are feuced iu to preserve them 
from harm. 

Down this way, lhe country is 
quite picturesque. There are 
mounds aud mounds to he seeu. 
The lands arc rich aud fertile, 
being part of the Scioto River 
Valley, substantial buildings mark 
the homes of the farmers. We 
passed a number of large melon 
patches, and now *We know from 
where Columbus gets parts of its 
supply. We also saw two aoal 
trains of 100 oars, each drawn by 
a single engiue, probably coming 
from the mines of West Virginia. 

Next week we learned that Mr. 
aud Miss MacGregor had visited the 
Gladioli farm with a neighbor two 
hours previous to our arrival there.

Albion, August 20— Ten deaf- 
mutes traveling in two touring cars 
narrowly escaped death near Albion 
when they drove onto a grade cross¬ 
ing while a R. L and B. iiiternrban 
train was approaching. The mo 
torman applied the brakes in time 
to stop. 

The deaf drivers and the oceu 
pants of the automobiles paid no 
heed to frantic warning whistles 
from the train as they laughed and 
talked on their fingers to each other. 
Other drivers tried to attract their 
attention to the approaching train 

When within a few feet of the 
rails, the driver of the first car saw 
the train and turned abruptly into 
the ditch, nearly turning his car 
over. The other car, with five more 
deaf people and a deaf driver, turn 
ed to the opposite ditch and stop 
ped, jnst before crashing into the 
aide of the train. 

Local authorities who learned of 
the case declared that in issuing 
licenses to operators, persons who 
are unable to hear danger signals 
should be refused driver’s licenses 
as they not only endanger their 
own lives, but those of persons with 
them and other car owners as well. 
Drivers of cars behiud those occn 
pied by the deaf-mutesreport that 
the deaf drivers held the center of 
the road, delaying cars that wish 
ed to pass them. They did not 
bear the horns .—Buffalo Express.
